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DETAILED ACTION

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1 ) Field of the Invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim .6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 is indefinite because it is not clearly understood as exactly to what 
features of figs. 1-8 that Applicant intended to claim, further the instant invention can be 
described into words, therefore, Applicant is required to amended the claim to not 
include the drawings as part of the claimed limitations. 

Also, claims 1-12 appear to be a literal translation of foreign filed claims and 
specification and as such contain errors of form and/or grammar. Applicant is required 
to check the entire disclosure and place in proper U.S. form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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Claims 1-4. 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mueller (GB Pat. # 1.371,307 IDS cited reference). 

With regard to claims 1-4 and 6-9, Mueller discloses a hair wig (2, figs. 1-4) 
comprising an opening (4) at the front circumference of the wig, where the opening 
forms a gap (6) in the wig through which the wearer is capable to part or brush over the 
wearer's natural hair to cover the gap. All the claimed structures have been shown and 
capable to perform the intended use and therefore the intended use is given no 

> 

patentable weight. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skHI in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5. 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Muller in view of Jones (GB Pat. # 1 .494,787 IDS cited reference). 

With regard to claims 5. 10-12, Mueller discloses the essential claimed invention 
as discussed above except for attachments being at regular intervals on the underside 
on the wig. Jones discloses a wig (10) comprising attachments (13, 14) being at regular 
intervals on the underside on the wig (see fig. 2). It would have been obvious to one 
having an ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ the 
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attachments as taught by Jones into the hair wig of Mueller in order to secure the wig 
the head of the wearer. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Conley, Barrett, Tattoon and Lombard are cited to show the state 
of the art with respect to a hair wig.
